‘Two of the fliers who entered in the 
New York-Toronto International Han- 
dicap air race completed the round trip 
late yesterday. Both were Americans, 

Lieutenant M. B. Plumb, flying a De 
Haviland 4, alighted at Roosevelt Field, 
Mineola, at 5:50:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon. He had started in the morning 
from Syracuse, where darkness overtook 
film Monday evening, and had flown to 
“Toronto, starting from the Canadian city 
on his return trip about noon. 

Good time was made by the two 
fliers who finished at Toronto, whence 
they had started Monday. Major 
Rudolph’ Schroeder, who flew a VE-7, 
arrived at Leaside Park, just outside 
the city, at 5:20 o’clock, His actual 
flying time, according to his log, for 
the 1,000-mile trip was ‘nine hours and 
twenty-five minutes. 

Colonel 4yeraid Brandt, another Amer- 
ican, who! had started from Roosevelt 
Field, arrived a few minutes after Major 
Schroeder. 

Hight new entrants started fronr Aain- } 
edia yesterday morning. Major Schroé- 
der, Sergeant A. B. Coombs and Roland 
Rohlfs, ‘who arrived at Hoosevelt Field 
Monday evening, started northward 
early in the day, and five others who 
had started from the Canadian end of 
the race, arrived at Mineola and de- 
parted on the return trip before the 
close of the afternoon. 

Several accidents occurred. Lieuten- 
ant Austin Crehore of New York, one 
of the new contestants; was seriously 
injured in making a landing at Albany 
while on his northward trip. His arm 
was broken and he received possible in- 
ternal injuries. Others put out of the 
race by mishaps included Captain 
Steinle, whose SH-5 was smashed while 
inaking a landing at the control sta- 
tion at Buffalo, and Major Elliot Spring, 
whose plane developed engine trouble 
and forced him to descend near bBa- 
tavia, N. Y. ® 

Other noted fliers are expected to take 
the air from Roosevelt Field today.

FIRST AT MINEOLA FIELD 


Completis. 1,000-Mile Race in 
Fast Time—Eight New En- 
trants Start North. 


The first contestant to complete the 
full course from New York to Toronto 
and return in the international handicap 
race, according to the latest information 
available last night, was Lieutenant M. 
B, Plumb, whose De Haviland 4, a plane 
of long service, suddenly darted out of 
a bank of cumulus clouds a mile in air, 
shortly before 6 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, and sped downward upon Rodsevelt 
Vielu, Mineola, L. L. 

Guiding his plane-to a vantage point 
over the field, Lieutenant Plumb nosed 
the two-séater toward the. earth, and 
landed gracefully.

Samuel Gompers Tells Strikers 
Federation Will Give Hearty 
and Loyal Support.

Samuel Gompers, in an address to 
members of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation late yesterday afternoon, pledged 
the full force of organized labor to that 
body in carrying on ita present strike. 
Mr. Gompers, following his arrival from 
Burope on the George Washington in 
the morning, attended a mass meeting 
of the actors at the Lexington Theatre. 

Both actors and managers had been 
awaiting the first. expressidn from Mr. 
Gompers as to his stand, and its had 
peen. generally felt that his. attitude 
might influence the entire future course 
of the strike. Taken in conjunction 
with the indorsement of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor in Syracuse yesterday, 
Air, Gonipers’s pledge puts the forces of 
organized labor solidiy behind the 
actors, and by tightening their lines 
makes a strike of many months’ dura- 
tion almost inevitable. 

Arthur Hopkins, on behalf of the Pro- 
Aucing Managers’ Association, last night 
gave out the following statement: 

‘In view of the fact that Mr. Gom- 
pers had neither time nor opportunity to 
acquaint himself thoroughiy with ail the 
facts of the present situation himself, 
the Producing Managers’ Association re- 
frains from making any comment on his 
precipitate stand.”’ 

Mr. Gompers arrived at the actors’ 
meeting as it was about to adjourn and 
was cheered by the players for several 
minutes, 

‘*I know something of the lot of the 
actor and of the theatrical. profession,”’ 
ne said, ** and I must make this declara- 
tion, no matter what interpretation any- 
one may put upon it, that all men and 
women in the professions who work for 
salaries or wages have the right to sit 
in the councils which determine their 
pay and the conditions under which they 
work, In Amsterdam, not long ago, 1 
had to say to the representatives of 
German labor, because of their arrogant 
and overbearing manner, that they had 
not learned the real lesson of the war, 
end that ‘ Deutschland tiber Alles’ had 
passed out for all time. The time has 
come when Kaiserism or autoeracy, com 
mercial or industrial, also has passe-i 
away. 

Strike Foreshadowed. 

“T hold that the company of men who 
have not learned that autocracyis a thing 
of the past, that it has gone by the 
board, have not learned the real lesson 
of the war. -I had heard from your 
President, Mr. Wilson, that a contro- 
versy was likely to arise. From the few 
and fragmentary pieces of news con- 
veyed to me I understand that you are 
having a glorious time. No matter how 
much you love your profession, in all 
your lives you never have had such a 
sense of freedom and liberty as you are 
experiencing today. 

‘*The future depends not upon @e 
managers, but upon you. Many a good 
cause has gone a-glimmering because of 
the failure of the men and women to 
maintain the spirit of the cause. If you 
now maintain that spirit, and, for what- 
ever length of time it may last,. make 
up your: mind to stick, nothing in. this 
world can prevent your success, If you 
have not made up your mind to do that, 
it would be better if you had, not, begun 
at all. You have aroused the managers 
to an understanding of your power. 
They are alert, But they have not ont, 
their own brains; ‘they can: buy brains 
by the pound, 

“As sure. as life and death, if you 
weaken, the treatment you received in 
the past will be as-nothing compared to 
that which you will.receive in the fu- 


ture.

Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
went abroad to attend the International 
Trades Union Conference held at Am- 
sterdam in July, returned yesterday 
afternoon on the United States trans- 
port George Washington, from Brest. 
The transport also brought 2,469 of- 
ficers, soldiers, and civilians. 

Mr, Gompers appeared to be in good 
health. 

Among the labor delegates who went 
down the bay on a tugboat to meet the 
returning jebor lea@er were Hugh 
Frayne, organizer of the American b'ed- 
eration of Labor for New York; Glenn 
B. Plumb, author of the Plumb plan for 
the management of railroads; Edward 
Keating, former Congressman from Cols 
orado, and John Fitzpatrick,. President 
of the Steel Workers’ Union of Chicago. 
Mr..Gompers later in the afternoon had 
conferences with Mr. Plumb, who is the 
general counsel for the railroad brother- 
hoods, and ex-Congressman Keating 
and with Mr. Fitzpatrick at the Hotel 
Continental. 

After his conference with Mr. Gom- 
pers, Mr. Plumb told reporters that his 
object in seeing the labor leader with 
Mr. Keating was to advise him with re- 
gard to the progress that had been made 
in advancing the Plumb Plan campaign 
in his absence. He said that Mr. Gom- 


pers was the Honorary President of 
the Plumb Plan League and he hoped 
that he would give it his active support. 


Sees Piumb Pian as Issue. 

‘‘ There is no hope of getting the so- 
called Plumb bill through Congress 
this season,’’ Mr. Plumb continued. 
‘The people are ready for it, but I 
doubt if Congress will catch up with 
the wave of progress. The people will 
have to move ahead of Congress before 
Congress takes action. The present 
Congress was not elected upon this 
issue and this would be a big issue for 
it to act upon. I believe, however, that 
my railroad plan will be a big issue in 
the next campaign.,’’ 

When asked about President Wilson’s 
attitude toward his plan Mr. Plumb re- 
plied that the President had given no 
indications as to his sentiments upon the 
subject. He hoped to have a conference 
with the Chief Executive when he had 
time to devote himseif to home affairs 
after final action on the League of Na- 
tions. 

Mr. Gompers received the reporters in 
his room and told them that:he had. re- 
turned earlier than he had expected, be- 
cause of cable dispatches from Wash- 
ington, He said. that the labor situa- 
tion in ‘Holland was interesting, but dits- 
appointing because the leaders would not 
do what they were told in their own in- 
terests. When asked about the report 
that he had changed his sentiment in 
regard to the Plumb Plan, and was now 
against it, Mr. Gompers smiied and re- 
plied, ‘‘I am not prepared to discuss 
that subject now. 

‘People have been waiting a long 
time to hear you come out and atate 
whether you are for or against the 
Plumb Plan,’’ one of the reporters said. 

‘* Well they can wait a litt.e longer. 
I have the perfect right to refuse to 
answer questions in that connection,’’ 
ne replied. 

Not BReady to Discuss Shopmen, 


When asked for his opinion on the 
railroad shop decision by President Wil- 
son, the labor leader said: 

‘‘ As that matter has been handled by 
the President personally I shall give the 
matter serious consideration from all 
sides of the case and then issue a 
statement in writing so that thére can 
be. no risk of my being misquoted, as 
my memory fails me occasionally and 1 
cannot remember just what I have said 
upon a subject.” 

“Have you anything to say with -re- 
gard to the request for more wages 
made by the steel workers,”’ was asked: 

“ Not at present, as I have not had 
time to get into the matter properly.’ 

‘‘I am willing to do all I can for the 
actors,’ Mr. Gompers replied to a ques- 
tion, ‘‘ as I like to go to a good show 
myself sometimes.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee’ voted 
again today to amend the treaty with 
Germany. 4 

Carrying out the views of the Repub- 
lican majority by a strict party aiign- 
ment, the committee voted for amend- 
ments covering fifty cases provid- 
ing against American participation in 
the settlement of Buropean boundaries 
and international questions relating to 
the continent of Europe. 


Today's action.was the .gecond step in. 


@ program of amendment, and the Shan- 
tung amendment adopted last Saturday 
was the first. The program, Republican 
committee members said, was to make 
the treaty conform throughout to Ameri- 
can ideas and ideals and to rid the 
United States of burdens imposed by 
the treaty which, in their opinion, thié 
nation was not obligated to carry. 

By a'vote of 9 to 7, Senator McCumber 
being absent, the committee adoptcd an 
amendment proposed by Senator Fall, 
New Mexicd, striking from Section 
XXXV of Part LI of the treaty the 
words ‘‘and associated’ where they 
occur in the phrase “allied and asso- 
clated powers.’’ 

The effect of this amendment was to 
eliminate the. ‘associated power ’’— 
that is, the United States—from mem- 
bership on the Commission of Seven 
created to trace on the spot the new 
boundary between Belgium and Ger- 
many. 

Following this action, the committee, 
by agreement, extended the agreement 
to all similar provisions in the treaty 
save one, so that, in fifty places in the 
text, the words “‘ and associated ’’ would 
be stricken out. The effect in each 
case is the same—exclusion of the 
United States. 

Senator Fall had prepared a total of 
twenty-three amendments on this point. 
He explained afterward that he had 
abandoned several more amendments 
taking from the League of Nations. the 
power to create commissions: 

‘““When we get through with the 
League,’’ said Senator Fall, “it won't 
be creating any commissions."’ 

One exception was expressly made by 
Senator Fall in presenting his amend- 
ments. He asked that American mem- 
bership on the Reparations Commission, 
the most important body set up by the 
Treaty, be not affected by the amend- 
ment. 

‘‘The United States has a direct in- 
terest in the work of the Réparations 
Commission,’’ said Senator Fall, ‘‘ be- 
cause this body will dispose of German 
shipping and other matters in which 
the United States ought to participate. 
But all these other commissions are no 
concern of ours, and membership upon 
them would simply serve to entangle us 
tor years in every manner of European 
question, most of which are none of our 
business.”’ 

Among the commissions upon which 
the United States would have member- 
ship under the treaty are those on the 
Belgian boundary, for control of thé left 
bank of the Rhine, on the Sarre Valley 
boundary; on the Polish boundary, on 
the Bast Prussian boundary, for the 
free city of Danzig, on the Slesvig-Hol- 
stein boundary, on the enforcement of 
military, naval and aif clausés and rep- 
arations. 

The committee ‘alsa voted to give one 
hovr at some timé to be set later to 
representatives of citizens of Indig who 
wish to protest against that country’s 
inclusion in the League of Nations.

It has> been our constant endeavor 
since the first wage adjustments were 
made by the Railroad Administration 
to deal fairly and impartially with all 
classes of railroad employes. The 
situation is so complex that absolute 
perfection in this regard is unattain- 
able. Nevertheless our experience up 
to the present time may in all proba- 
joes A develop that certain relative in- 
justices may have been unintention- 
ally’ done, and it should be our pur- 

ose promptly to correct those in- 


ustices. 

The Railroad Administration has 
been firmly committed to the policy 
since last September that it -cannot 
make wage adjustments retroactive

- This may 
result,in action by the Director General 
in raising rates, not merely to take care 
of the increased demand of the shopmen, 
and of other classes because of the ‘ad- 
¥ance to the shopmen, but to take care 
of the continuing deficit in the standard

“In so far as the President’s policy may 
seek to keep in check any unwarranted 
demands of organized labor at a time 
like this, I am glad to see it expressed.”’

‘MEN ACCEPT NINE-HOUR DAY 


Threat to Tie Up the New Haven.a 
Factor in the Settlement— 
Service Resumed. 


. Normal service’. on. the New York, 
Westchester & Boston Railway, which 
had been tied up for five days. through 
@ strike of*the motormen and -conduc- 
tors, was resumed at 1:25..0’clock this 
morning. A Settlement was effected 
Aate last evening after negotiations last- 
ing continuously for more than thirty 
‘hours, The men struck because their 
demand for the samwne wages that are 
paid to similar classes of labor on the 
Wederalized steam railroads was re- 


fused. 
The. men won the rate of pay they 


asked. for, and they also gained some 
technical advantages in other respects, 
but they conceded to.the company @ 
_Mine-hour day instead of the. eight-hour 
@ay which they wanted. On Aug, 17 
the company adyanced the rate of pay 

per cent., but the men ‘were. not 
gatisfied and demanded steam railroad 
Tates,- which. the company said it could 
thot pay because it would-mean an addi- 
‘tional increase of 30 per cent. The men 
@enied this and during the conference 


yesterday statisticlans of the Public} 


Service Commission submitted a ‘table 
ghowing that the increase asked for 
would amount to only.about 9 per cent., 
which, with the 25 per..cent. already 
granted, would mean an advance. of 
about 34 pér cent., which many ‘of the 
conferees deemed reasonable. 

But the main incentive for an adjust- 
ment of the controversy in favor of ‘the 
men was a well-founded fear that ifthe 
strike should be long continued that the 
tnen employed on the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, which owns 
98 percent; of the stock of the New 
York, Westchester & Boston, would also 
strike. L. G. Griffing, Assistant Grand 
Chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, expressed fear that this 
would’ come about, because the men 
were all members of the same unions, 
and strikes were now the fashion. 


Accepts Less Drastic Advance. 


L. §. Miller, President of the West- 
chester line, was determined to resist 
the demands of the men and he had 
been indorsed by. the: New Haven offi- 
cials. , But his position was based on 
the , belief that the increase. demanded 
would amount to 30'per' cent., and When

The President is satisfied that the 
Shantung amendment will be defeated. 
I expect—and I told him this--to see at 
ledst a dozen Republicans stand with 
us against it. i 

‘““What the committee does with 
amendments is a mattér of no concern. 
The vote in the Senate is what will 
count. The committee has been holding 
a number of inconsequental hearings so 
that persons who have asked to appear 
might be beard. The Senators did not 
want to refuse them an audience. But 
these hearings are now nearly at an 
end. 

“If the Shantung amendment were 
brought up im the Senate tomorrow the 
advoeates of the treaty would be ready 
to defeat it. Senator McCumber, in his 
speech in the Senate today, put the nail 
into the Shantung coffin. I know of 
many Senators who share the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. McCumber, end that will 
vote with him against the amendment.”’ 

As showing the inclination of the com- 
mittee to expedite the treaty, Mr. Hitch- 
cock referred to the action today upon 
the Fall amendments. After one of 
them had been adopted; he said, the 
other forty-nine were adopted en bloc, 
to save time, being of the same general 


nature. Other amendments to the body 
of the treaty would be voted upon, he 
said, within the next few days. 

With the treaty out of committee, Mr, 
Hitchcock said, he believed President 
Wilson would soon start upon his 
swing-around-the-circle in support of it. 

‘The President talked of his trip, and 
from what he said I infer that he may 
start upon it when the treaty is. before 
the Senate,’’ said Mr. Hitchcock. ‘‘ Orig- 
inally, I was not in favor of the Presi- 
dent going away from the capital while 
the treaty fight was on. But the Presi- 
dent’s conference with the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee met with such marked 
success last week that I think there 
are large probabilities of further effect 
from a trip throughout the country.

The purpose is ap- 
parent. It is to signify to the country 
that, the Senate is hostile to this treaty. 
It is to put Japan in a position where 
she cannot, without an appéarance of 
being coerced, do what she has promised 
to do. It’ is to create trouble between 
this country and Japan and thereby send 
the first dagger thrust into the body of 
this treaty. I cannot but believe that 
the plan will fail, because I know it 


ought to fail. 

‘* Is it an act of true friendship toward 
China, or a mere political move to de- 
feat the treaty? If its sponsors now fail 
to come forward and openly pledge that 
if Japan is driven out of this treaty 
then. the United States will. proceed, 
single-handed and alone, to drive Japan 
out of China, will renew this world war 
and send our soldiers inio the Orient 
to fight for her, then by this act they 
are betraying China with a falge kis3. 

“If, on the other hand, they declare 
they will make war to drive Japan out 
of China, to prevent Japan receiving 
enly those rights which the other great 
nations of the world have received, then 
they are proclaiming a policy which 
they have assailed as being the most 
wicked part of the League-of Nations— 
a policy of interference with the quar- 
rels of other nations. Worse than that, 
while they violently condemn a joint 
agreement with the other great nations

Borah Derides McCumber’s Defense. 


Senator Borah, replying to Mr. 
McCumber, asserted that when it was 
first known that the Shantung privi- 
leges had been turned over to Japan 
under the treaty, there ‘‘ was no one 
found anywhere to defend the act." 

‘“Even the able exponents of the 
treaty did not defend the act when it 
was known that this particular provi- 
sion was in the treaty,’’ said Mr. Borah. 

“"No member of the peace delegation 
at Paris has ever defended it other 
than upon the proposition’ that it was 
the only thing that could be done to 
secure Japan’s signature to the League 
of Nations or to the treaty. 

** All the members of the peace delega- 
tion, 50 far as we are now advised, 
were opposed to the settlement. Three 
members of the peace delegation wrote 
ment against it. The 
President himself has been very prompt 
in saying that it was wholly unsatis- 
facto to him. I take it, therefore, 
that there was something in the aitua- 
tion and ‘in the fact that led the repre- 
tenatives of America to the belief that 
this was an unjust, unfair, and immoral 
settlement, and it was undoubtedly “BO 
regarded.

Their main conclusiong may be sum- 
marized as follows: Large districts in 
Upper Silesia have been treated by the 
Germans as they treated Belgium in 
August, 1914. The Poles in these dis- 
tricts have beqn massacred wholesale 
by German soldiers, and their relatives 
and sympathizers of all ages and both 
sexes grossly maltreated, The wives 
and children ef escaped heads of fami- 
lies are being deported in gangs. The 
able-bodied Polish survivors are destined 
fer reparation work in the devastated 
regions of France and Belgium.

Upper Silesia since the beginning of

They Hold Central Position, While 
Co-ordination of Antl-Red.. 
Forces Is Difficult.

LONDON, Aug, 26.—The daily fiuctu- 
ations in the military situation on the 
various fronts in. Russia tend to ob- 
scure the plain facts.. Most. of :the 
reports Which we receive are objective 
and coloted by the views, sympathies 
and hopes of those who seid them. 

Genéral Irofside’s successful attack on 
the Archangél front, the bftiliant enter- 
prise of our ‘Mmetorboats off Kronstadt,. 
feports-that the Esthonians and Rus- 
asians, 6h thé Northwéstern front had 


composed theif differences and that the retts the’ 


long-promised attack on Pétrograd was 
about to begin, the renewed activity 
the~ Poles, Denikin’s succes on the 
Volga which had brought him into di- 
rect touch with the Rural Cossacks and 
the well-sustained pfégress of his west- 
ern flank toward Odésea and Kiev have 
encouraged the belief that the mflitary 
power of thé Bolsheviki' was on the 
point of collapse, and that if we sus- 


tained our efforts a little longer a solu- 


tion of some sort would be reached. 

I can only repeat what I said some 
weeks ‘ago that the military solution is 
not yet in sight. The ‘only chance of 
reaching such. a solution this’ year was 
that Denfkin’s offensivs from the south 
should make sufficiert progress to 
threaten the communications of the Bol- 
shevist army advancing eastward 
against Kolchak. ‘This Denikin has 
failed to do. ‘See. 

The Bolsheyiki, acting on sound mili- 
tary principles, continued to press the 
advantage they gained aaginst Kolchak, 
while they delayed Denikin by attacking 
both flanks about Astrakan and along 
the Dnieper. Denikin had perforce to 
stop his movement on Moscow and strike 
outward-right and, left, and with that 
his chance of gaining any decisive mili- 


tary success this year was. gone 
His capture of Kamishin on the Volga 


was proclaimed as having brought him 
into communication with\Kolchak’s ex- 
treme left and as having established a 
united anti-Bolshevist front onthe east. 
Even if Denekin had been able to hold 
‘Kamishin, this. united front was little 
more than @ line on a map, 48, owing to 
the absénés of lateral cormhuiications, 
it had littlé military value. Now the 
Bolsheviki ‘appéar to have reinforded 
their troops oh the Volga by deétach- 
ments from army Which has de- 
feated Kolchak, and even the line on the 
map has béeeh Bréken. 

There now dees not séém to be any 
po ae of Denikin and Kolchak bemg 

to éombiné Before the beginning of 

t Summer. Ina few weeks from now 
the. firat froats of Winter? will sét in on 
the northefn and eastern fronts, and 
much will depénd upon the power of the 
opposing authorities to keép their forces 
together during the long Winteér. 

Things have been goifg bétter for 
Denfken on his left, wheré hé has been 
assisted by the Ukrainiati forces undet 
Petlura and by the Polish advance.to 

“Minsk. There is a reasotiable pros- 
pect that the advent of Winter will see 
Deniken in contfol of the lower Don or 
lower Dniper and almost thé wholé of 
the lower Black Sea <dast, while it is 
possible that hé may get possession of 
southern Ukrainia and link up with the 
Rumanians in Bessarabia. This will 
leave. him in & milich better position 
than that from which he stafted last 
Spring and will déprive thé Bolsheviki 
of a great part of the corm afea of 
southern Russia. 

The Bolshéviki in the early part of 
this year risked thé loss of Petrograd 
and allowed Kolchak’s army to advance 
up to the point where the safety of Mos- 
cow began to be in auestion in order to 
gain possession of the corn country, 
which we may take as a measure of thé 
extent of the loss they seém likely to 
suffer.

ANSELL DENOUNCES 


BAKER AND CROWDER | :: 


Says They Established Propagan- 
da Barean to Discredit Critics 
of Courts-Martial. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. — Charges 
that Secretary Baker, Major Gen. Enoch 
H. Crowder, Judge’ Advocate General, 
and Colonel John H. Wigmore “ es- 
tablished a propaganda bureau to dis- 
credit critics of the existing’. military 
justice system and to. defend the sys- 
tem’ wére made before a Senate Mili- 
tary sub-committee "today by Samuel 
T. Ansell, formerly Acting Judge Advo- 
cate General. 

Mr. Ansell said several officers and 
about fourteen clerks were regularly. as- 


statements to the press and to Congress. 
He also charged that officers who criti- 
cised the system were ‘‘menaced, threat- 
ened, and disciplined,’’ while those who 
defended it were promoted. 

At the request of Senator Chamber- 
lain, Democrat, of Oregon, author of a 
bill to reform the courts-martial sys- 
tem, Mr.:Ansell described how he had 
been ‘‘ disciplined ’’ by being ‘‘ demoted 
to the very bottom ’’ of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s office. He said that 
two weeks after the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross had: been awarded to him he 
appeared before a Senate committee to 
testify regarding the alleged injustice of 
the courts-martial system.

Ernest Judet Indicted in Paris on 
Charge of Dealing with the 


German Enemy. 


PARIS, Aug. 26,-(Associated Press:)— 
With the indictment of Ernest Judet, 
former owner of the newspaper L'Eclair, 
who is accused of Having had dealings 
with the enemy in the purchase or 
founding of French newspapers with 
German capital, the first treason case in 
France, from which the Bolo Pasha and 
Duval cases had their bases, seems to 
have been: unearthed.

orts to be a copy of a letter from 
Gottlieb von Jagow, then German Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, to Baron. von 
der Lancken; at the time Civil v- 
ernor of Bruysels, in which it was stated 
that Von Jagow could obtain the serv- 
ices of Judet for German propaganda 
in France for the sum of 2,000,000 francs, 
Von Jagow said. he thought the figure 
was excessive, ‘and von der 
Lancken’s advice in the premises. 

The newspapers assert, that the Judet 
case is closely connected with that of 
Pierre Lenoir, who was convicted of 
trading with the enemy early in the 
present month and sentenced to death. 
It was due to Lenoir’s revelations, ac- 
cording to the Petit Parisien, that the 
case against Judet was started. After 
the arrest of Bolo Pasha and Lenoir in 
1917 Judet hurriedly sold L’Eclair and 
depart for Switzerland, where he has 
since resided. 

It is pointed out by the newspapers 
that “as von Jagow’s letter was dated 
in December, 1914, this was the. first 
attempt of Germany to organize treason 
in France.e

Mr;.TowN gy told the dis- 
satisfied farmers that they were 
gulled and robbed by this classifica- 
tion. Then, or subsequently, he. pro- 
claimed from the stump that more 
and better flour could be made from 
Feed D wheat than from an equal 
quantity of Al or No. 1 Northern, or 
whatever is prime and best in North 
Dakota wheat. 

According to The Grand Forks 
Herald, the 1919 crop will .contain- 
more of the formerly despised but 
really admirable Feed D than any 
other since 1915. One of the millen- 
nium-bringing laws of Townleyized 
North Dakota directs the State In- 
dustrial Commission to market farm 
products and to establish a system of 
warehouses, elevators, flour mills, 
factories, plants, machinery, and 
equipments. It is the duty of the In- 
dustrial Commission and in its power— 
if Mr. Townuzr’s encomiums on 
Feed D, founded on the statements 
of a savant of the State Agricultural 
College, were justified—to make just 
as good flour out of Feed D as can 
be made out of the supposed best 
wheat. Let the miracle, if it be a 
miracle, at any rate let the demon- 
stration, he made, say such of the

THE WAGE AND PRICE CIRCLE. 
‘The President’s statement to the 
railway shopmen and to the country 
in connection with their’ wage de- 
mands denotes a settled state of 
mind and’ policy which found ex- 
pression first in March Jest. The 
Governors and other representatives 
of forty-three States and many cities 
were then in conference at Washing- 
ton in anticipation of labor troubles 
which since have been realized, and 
the President declared’ to them his 
opinion that ‘* the business of govern- 
** ment is to take counsel for the aver- 
‘age man * * * the whole matter 
“of the prosperity of peoples runs 
** down into the great body of the men 
** and the women who do the work of 
**the world * * *.’’ - Therefore the 
thing uppermost in the mind of the 
President was not the specific demands 
of the shopmen, nor how they con- 
cerned the corporations employing 
them. On those subjects he adopted 
thé advice of/the Director General, 
but directed his chief attention to the 
effect upon the whole country of the 
action taken. Increases of wages in- 
crease rates to shippers and therefore 
costs of production. Prices to con- 
sumers rise with them, for railway 
workers as well as for all others. 

On this;point the President adopted 
the reasoning of the Railway Brother: 
hoods, and commended it to the at- 
tention of. the shopmen. It profits 
wage earners nothing if their increhsed 
wages buy. less goods. It would be 
better for them if the same wages 
would buy more goods. That can only 
be accomplished by the production of 
more goods and the reduction of costs 
and prices. The general interest re- 
quires ti.ct the railways should not 
be compe! sd to raise their rates, and 
the cost of living with them. The 
Governm..:t must in conscience take a 
position afainst general increases in 
Wage lc els under temporary ‘¢on- 
ditions, but should also address itself 
to the lowering of the cost of living. 
He believed that the price level had 
passed its peak, and expected success 
in his efforts t> hasten. the. decline, 
The President made it clear that, since 
the Frailways are rupfing at 4 deficit, 
increases of wages for ‘the railway.

The railway men have 
permanent positions, under cheaper 
living conditions. . The shipyard work- 
ers will lose jobs and wages together 
soon, and\ their rate of pay is propor- 
tioned to a temporary emergency. The 
shopmen have had their wages stand- 
ardized a& their own’ request, but 
they_ought not to be standardized at 
a*maximum. He found no argument 
for the raising of railway .wages to 
private wages, since private wages are 
fixed without consideration of public 
interests, and because priyate em- 
ployers are ableto pay wages from a 
scale of profits denied to public corpo- 
rations whose rates are fixed. He 
even fhought that railway wages com- 
pared. favorably with private wage 
scales, and that there were consider- 
ations in connection with railway em- 
ployment which would warrant a dif- 
ferential below private wage*payments. 
Finally, railway wages and the cost of 
living were not seriously out of line. 
It will be recalled that the shopmen 
put themselves in the wrong by strik- 
ing contrary to their own rules, and 
that their cases were taken up on the 
President's intervention only on their 
returning to work.” The President now 
again shifts the controversy from the 
point on which the strike ballot was 
being taken. The vote ordered 
in expectation of a procedure noW 
abandoned. The President and the 
Director General have themselves de- 
cided- the point which was-to have 
been referred to specially appointed 
authorities. A\ strike against the 
President’s “decision ‘would be less 
fayorably received than a strike 
against a body of less authority and 
less favorably disposed toward the 
men. Already their demands had been 
unfavorably considered by a body on 
witich they had equal representation. 
If the President's award seems to 
them small, at least it is more than 
they received on their first application, 
the rejection of which dreates.no pre- 
sumption of better success at a second 
attempt, or practically a third attempt. 
Discretion is the better part of valor 
on the part of the railway men under 
present conditions of the public mind, 
with its own worries about the cost of 
living, and aroused by acts of strikers 
in many trades not consistent with 
social welfare nor with union dis- 
cipline. The declaration of the shop- 
men’s committee of 100 that they 
could not accept the President's 
award is of little importance, unless 
they intend to arouse the men against 
it. The committee cannot decline to 
take the vote which the President 
proposes, and it is the vote which 
counts. The shopmen will choose be- 
tween the counsels of the trouble- 
makers and the voicé of the country, 
which will make itself heard in posi- 
tive tones while the vote is being 


taken.

THE AIR RACE. 

The promoters of the international 
air race between New York and 
Toronto who made their plans in June 
have rendered a public service. In- 
terest in aviation in this country, 
which should be in the lead but has 
lagged behind both France and Great 
Britain in the development of the 
science ina practical way, has been 
stimulated by the flight of about forty 
airplanes of many different types be- 
tween the two cities. The start from 
this end of the route, officially 
signaled’ by General CHARLES F: 
MENOHER of the Army Air Service, 
was. witnessed by a great throng of 
people, and at Albany, Syracuse, and 
Buffalo, where stops weré to be made, 
the landing fields were crowded with 
spectators. ‘' Up-State’’ everybody 
along the line of flight was on the 
lookout for the flying men, and it 
added to the interest in the friendly 
contest that it was made under ad- 
verse weather conditions. 

Seldom have planes been driven in 

ch violent winds and blinding hail- 
storms as the aviators bound north 
have had to contend with. But fdeal 
conditions were not desired by the 
American’ Flying Club and the Aero 
nor by General 
Stability, which should 
mean security, was regarded as of 
more importance than speed, and 
serviceableness as the great desider- 
atum. Therefore halcyon weather 
was not wanted. To quote General 
MENOHER: ~ 

This race will give us very necessary 
data concerning the relative values of 
the different makes of machines and 
motors participating. * * * The idea 
of the race is to establish reliability, 
and it will give the Government, as 
well as private interests, invaluable 
data. Also, the race will demonstrate, 
the commercial possibilities. of air- 
planes for. mail, freight, and passenger 
service over distances as great as from 
here to Tordhto and back.

The so-called race is international in 
but’ a limited sense, for the great 
majority of the entries were Amer- 
ican, -which {s as it should be, for it 
was to speed up aeronautics in this 
gountry that the contest of machines 
and pilots was arranged. 

JAPAN AND THE CONSORTIUM. 

When it was announced in--May 
that the United States, reversing its 
earlier policy, had approved an inter- 
national consortium ef American, 
British, French, and Japanese bank- 
ing groups jointly to develop China 
ané to give financial aid to the Chi- 
nese Government, the participation of 
Japan was justly regarded with satis- 
faction and the agreement as making 
for the future peace of the world. 
Henceforth the development of com- 
mercial and industrial and transpor- 
tation plans in China and the financ- 
ing of the Chinese Government and 
its administrative sections would not 
be undertaken, as had been the case 
usually in previous years, by ‘ene 
national group. All groups would be 
part of a singie administration. 
Japan has substantially enrolled her- 
self among the Western Powers, and 
has by implication given up the pol- 
icy or theory, if it existed, of the ex- 
ploitation of Chinese resources by 
Japan alone. 

It is unfortunate, if true, that the 
Imperial Cabinet, yielding to the mill- 
tary caste, will insist that Manchuria 
and Mongolia be excluded from the 
territory to be covered by the con- 
sortiym. According to a Japanese 
journal, Viscount Ucnuma, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, expressed the 
feeling of the West and made an ir-\ 
refragable argument against the de- 
cision attributed to the Imperial Cab- 
inet. He is reported to have said 
that the exclusion of Manchuria and 
Mongolia ‘‘ might be interpreted as 
** showing Japanese designs upon 
** China, and might obstruct loans, 
“which are urgently needed by» 
**China.’’ ‘‘ Might’’ is diplomatic 
for ‘‘ would.’*’ Such an impression 
would be injurious to Japanese inter- 
ests and ‘‘ might ’’ completely isolate 
the nation, whereas unconditional ac- 
ceptance of the consortium would re- 
move the suspicions of China and the 
Powers in regard to Japan's ‘* sup- 
** posed aggressiveness as a résult of 
‘the acquisition of important_inter- 
** ests:"’ 

Japan’s insistence on and creation 
of ‘‘ vested interests,’’ especially in 
Southern Manchuria and Eastern 
Inner Mongolia, Group Five of the 
famous ‘‘ demands” of 1915,’ need 
here be mentioned only in passing. 
At this time of all times when ap- 
peasement of the controversy about 
Shantung is necessary. to the peace 
of the world, the apparent preponder- 
‘ance of the military element in the 
councils of Japan, and the policy of 
withdrawing great regions of Chinese 
territory from the operation of the 
consortium.and for the exclusive bene- 
fit of Japan, are most unpropitious. 
The military bureaucrats are said to: 
hold that the exclusion of Mongolia 
and Manchuria is a political, not an 
economic, question. Surely the devel- 
opment of China is an economic, ques- 
tion. At least the Japanese econo- 
mists realize that. Japan cannot fur- 
nish of herself the great sum’ that 
will be needed for her part in that 
development. A policy that: restricts 
financial resources, tends to alienate 
the sincere friends of Japan, and gives 
aid and comfort to her noisy énemies, 
seems as unwise politics as it is bad 
political econémy. - Allowance mu8ty 
be made for the struggle, not yet set- 
tled in Japan, between reactionaries 
and the Liberals, between the old clan:

I am a slow blackberry picker, but can 
easily pick between 40 and 60 quarts of 
blackbefries between 8 A. M. and 5 P..M., 
under the ideal conditions Mr. Harry’ Raver 
speaks of. I picked 62 quarts one day in 
about this time, but even this number is no 
picking for an expert.

What Shall We Eat Next Winter if 
it Is Sold? 
To the Editor of The Néw York Times: 

‘The newspaper accounts of the food 
situation read like the daily blottér of 
a madhouse. “Attorney General So and 
So Says: ‘Jail the Hoardtrs,’ ’* ‘"Thir- 
teen Million Eggs Seized,” -“Government 
Agents Diretted to Seize Hoarded 
Foodstuffs,” “Huge Quantities of. Pood 
in Storage,” antime, 





@tc. In the... m¢ 
when responsible officials make such 
declarations,. which. give thé people the 
‘impression that all-merchants must- be 
hoarders and profiteers, because prices 
are high, their underlinga are incited 
to harass dealers so as to gain credit 
with their superiors and with the peo- 
ple. 

The fact that there are large quan- 
tities of foodstuffs in the storehouses 
seems to be sufficient :proof that they 
are being hoarded: Until recently, 
even little school children were expected 
to know that it was necessary to col- 
lect and stdre~food, in’ the season of 
plenty so as_to have it when needed in 
the season of scarcity. Butter and 
eggs are’ gathered most easily and 
cheaply in April, May and Juné, the 
season of their greatest production, and 
stored for Winter when little or none 
of either is produced. It was even 
thought at one time that the person 
doing such work was of ‘help to the 
people. Now he is a hoarder and. pub- 
lic officials propose to seize his stores 
and force thém on the market when 
they are not needed, and they will be 
gone by Winter when they will -be 
needed. In a few weeks -apples and 
potatoes will be stored and their own- 
ers probably charged with hoarding. 

Although present prices are high and 
burdensome, the people can get along; 
because vegetables are cheap, and 
many have gardens. The use of our 
stock of stored foods now would be 
foolish beyond relief. 

It is quite possible that there are 
very large stocks in store, and that 
some of them belong to speculators. It 
may be also that the buyers have over- 
estimated the market and have stored 
too much. If so, they have encouraged 
production. by the farmer by paying 
him a large amount for his goods, and 
they will do the public at*least a mea- 
sure of good by selling at a loss. 

Hither there is a surplus or there is 
not. If there is a surplus it is a good 
thing, as next Winter, whén we need 
the food the most, it will be plentiful 
and cheap. If there is no surplus, it 
would be suicidal to take “the food out 
of storage now and sell f. 

How are the ‘people of the cities to 
be fed in Winter if foods are not stored 
in Summer? And who will invest his 
money to store foofis hereafter, when. 
his goods have been seized and ‘sold? 

Will not somebody whisper to the 


officials having these matters in charge 
that. the opper policy of eating 
all you have in the Summer without 
eare for the Winter was disappro 
some centuries ago by good authority?

COST OF EATING IN PARIS. 


Prices on Raw Material Alone 
Nearly Reach Eiffel Tower. 


PARIS, Aug. 24.—Some idea of the 
cost of living. in Paris may be reached 
from the following prices of various 
foodstuffs. 

Chocolate,e 5 francs, 80 centimes per 
pound; olive ofl, medium grade, 6 
francs 40 centimes per litre; carrots, 80 
centimes per kilo; cauliflowers, 3 
francs, 25 centimes each; cabbage, 60 
centimes each; tomatoes, 43 centimes per 
pound; potatoes, 25 and 380 centimes per 
pound, 

Chicken, 5 francs 75 centimes a pound; 
milk, 1 franc 10 centimes a quart; but- 
ter, 6 francs 60 centimes a pound; eggs, 
60 centimes each; ordinary wine, ‘ vin 
rouge ordinaire,’’ as the American sol- 
diers used to call it, 1 franc 60 centimes 
a litre. 

No prices have yet been fixed for the 
sale of meats, as the commission which 
is investigating the situation has not 
completed its report. Nevertheless, it is 


impossible to obtain a pound of steak 
for less than 5 francs. Frozen meat has 
failed to find favor with the French 
consumer, as lack of refrigerating facili- 
ties causes the beef to reach Paris in

MILK MEN TESTIFY 
IN PRICE INQUIRY 


Grand Jury Continues Hearing 
on Charge of Conspiracy 
by Distributers. 


WEIANT TELLS OF COSTS 


Denies That High Prices of Cans 
and Bottles is Encouraged 
by Milk Officials, 


Simultaneous increases in the cost of 
milk by big milk distributors who are 
members of the New York Milk Con- 
ference Board were taken up yesterday 
by the Extraordinary Grand Jury in the 
Criminal' Branch of the Supreme Court, 
District Attorney Edward Swann, charg- 
ing conspiracy in price fixing, seeks an 
explanation of these increases by mem- 
bers of the board, who number more 
than one hundred, 

The District Attorney asserts that 
these increases are something more than 
a coincidenee. Although members of the 
board deny that there has been any 
collusion in fixing prices. Mr. Swann 
charges that when the the prices are to 
be increased some one at the office of 
the Milk Conference Board notifies the 
various dealers. He declares that he has 
in his possession a circular in which the 
price to consumer is suggested and he is 
trying to learn who issued this circular, 
which bears an alleged indorsement by 
the board. 

The witnesses yesterday were C. A. 
Weiant, former President of the Bor- 
den Food Products Company, and one 
of the heads of the Milk Conference 
Board, and Harry A. Crpnk, also of the 
Borden company. District Attorney 
Swann would not discuss their testi- 
mony, but he showed satisfaction over 
the day's developments.

States last. year far exceeded that of 


which was stimulated by the

‘and many peat operators have directed 
their attention to the utilizatién of peat 
tn agriculture with gratifying resulta, 
Peat: fertilizer: was first marketed ‘in 
commercial quantities in 1008, and. 
stock-food ‘peat in 1912, and though there 
is still some prejudice’ against. its use 
the agricultural branch of the Industry 
has~»been successful and the quantity of 
fertilizer arid stock-food peat annually 
produced is increasing. Large quanti- 
ties of these products were: nidde last 
year, but the most:striking deyelopment 


in the New England States ‘than has 

ufactured in tne entire United 
States\in all preceding: years. . Almost 
equally striking was thé“widespread {n- 
terest manifested ( 
which had been generally seca as of 
doubtful value. 

Large quantities of peat: or sphagnum 
moss were produced and utilized for 
stable litter, .packing. material, and 
surgical dressing, and several! ‘hundred 
thousand acres of peat soils were used 
for the growth of crops, The peat litter 
was produced by the owners of: small 
bogs for their own use, but the packing 
material was sold to florists for $25 a 
ton... According to J. W. Hotson of the 
Red Cross more than half a million peat 
moss pads were prepared in this coun- 
try for that organization. Most of the 
moss was gathered by volunteers from 
bogs in Washington, Oregon, and’Maine, 
and the pads were used in military hos- 
Pitals at home and abroad. 

According to §gtatistics compiled by 
the. Geological Survey the quantity of 
crude peat produced in 1918 was 161,521 


or about 56 per cent,; than the record 
output of 97,363 tons’ in. 1917, ‘The 
average price received for all refined 
products in 1918 was $9.78 a ton, and 
the gross market value was $1,049,493, 
a gain of $2:49 in average price per ton, 
and of $339,593, or about 48 per cent., 
in gross. market value. 

The plants operating last year: were 
distributed as follows: New York and 
New Jersey, 4 each; Massachusetts, 3; 
Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, and Cali- 
fornia, 2 each; Maine, New Hampshire, 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania, North Car- 
olina, and Florida, 1 each. Nearly all 
the producers reported that the demand 
for peat exceeded the supply, and some 
stated that on account of limited facil- 
ities. they were unable to fill the orders 
of their regular customers. 

The notable increase in the output of 
peat in recent years is:ascribed to the 


shortage and the high prices of nitrates 
and coal, te a nation-wide demand for 
increased food “production that neces- 
sitated intensive agriculture, to a bet- 
ter understanding of the nature of peat, 
and to the application of bacteriology 
to crop cultivation. Though some of 
these causes of the increase in output 
were due to the war all of them will 
probably continue to affect the industry 
so that the demand for peat products 
will correspondingly increase and peat 
will maintain or even better the posi- 
tion it took in 1918 in the industrial 
eh and progress of the United 
ea.
